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Expedite Detwiler Plan © 


_ It is good news that the detailed Det- 
wiler plan will go to the aldermen this week 
and to a special meeting of the city council 
four days later. 

These proposals, involving the erection 
of a $28,000,000 city centre with parking, 
auditorium and market facilities, have been 
dragging on for almost six months. 

Everyone is aware that a proposition of 
this magnitude raises ‘innumerable legal 
difficulties which must each be ironed out. 
But now that most of these ee to be 
straightened away, it is hoped that the rou- 
tine of official approval to be followed wil! 
consume a minimum of time. 

There is still, of course, a great deal to 
be done before work on the project can 
actually start. 

The plan must have the approval of 
council. 

It must go before the Board of Public 
Utilities Commissioners. 

If too much opposition develops in that 
hearing, the Board may order the proposal 
to be put to a vote of the burgesses. 

We cannot imagine what valid objec- 
tions can be offered to a plan which gives 
the city a $28,000,000 centre at absolutely 
no cost to the taxpayer except insofar as 
tax concessions may be regarded as a cost. 

But since this property does not now 
yield in tax revenue anything like the 
amount it will yield under the Detwiler 
proposal and since it is not likely to yield 


any such amount if the centre is not built, 
the tax concession can hardly be considered 
a cost. 

To expedite, in every possible way, 
these processes by which the project will be 
officially endorsed is desirable, not only 
because most citizens are anxious to see 
these handsome structures rising in the 
heart of the city, but because undue delay 
or rejection of the plan might bring other 
development projects to Edmonton which 
could have a ruinous effect on dewntown 
shopping. 

The fashion in the United States, just 
now, is to develop shopping areas beyond 
a city’s limits, The investors in these cases 
make their profit by buying up adjacent 
land and selling it at a large ‘increase as 
the new shopping centres attract homes. 

Over such projects, the city would have 
absolutely no control and the effect on 
downtown merchants could be disastrous. 

Such a centre was built recently adja- 
cent to Seattle und in the first year it 
grossed five times as much as had been 
estimated. 

The Detwiler project, on the other 
hand, will tend to keep the bulk of Edmon- 
ton’s shopping in the downtown district 
where there is the largest commercial in- 
vestment. 

It will help to preserve the value of 
downtown shopping investments without 


_ prejudicing the smaller suburban commer- 


cial ventures. 


Pension Plan for the Incurables 


Every Canadian with any sense of 
social responsibility will stand behind the 
plea of the Canadian Association of In- 
curables that persons suffering from incur- 
able diseases or disabilities be given satis- 
factory pensions as the blind and the aged 
are pensioned. 

There would appear to be little doubt 
that the government will accede to the re- 
quest. It is to be hoped that official acqui- 
escence will not he too long delayed. 

Civilization in any society is measured 
by the protection accorded to the weak and 
the unfortunate. 


Indeed, that may be said to be the 
essence of civilization since barbarism is 
the rule of the strong for the strong. 

The pensioning of the blind and aged 
was a great expression of Canada’s human- 
ity. It is true that the system of handling 
such pensions could bé improved. But in 
principle these were magnificent forward 
steps. 

The incurables belong, without doubt, 
in this category. That they have not been 
included before this is an unhappy over- 
sight. 

The time to correct that oversight is 
now. 


Becoming a National Problem 


So long as the fanatic Sons of Free- 
dom sect of the Doukhobors confined their 
violence to their British Columbia settle- 
ments, they were primarily a problem for 
British Columbia law enforcement agen- 
cies, although the federal government 
shared the responsibility because it was 
tne federal government that brought them 
to Canada in the first place. 

But now the federal government's re- 
sponsibility has appreciably widened be- 
cause the depredations of these irrespon- 
sible people have been directed towards 
- eoeaiag that are under federal jurisdic- 

ion. 

When Doukhobors blast railway bridges 
and destroy railway tracks, they are a 
menace to the lives of any Canadian from 


any part of the country who chances to 
pass in that direction. 


They are destroying property that is 
protected by federal law and jeopardizing 
lives that should have the protection of 
federal law. 

Some weeks ago, Attorney-General 
Gordon Wismer of British Columbia ap- 
pealed to Ottawa for help in dealing with 
these dangerous bigots, 

There has been no public word of any 
response to that request. 
rr What does Ottawa propose to do about 

Surely the transportation systems of 
the country should not be exposed to this 
violence. 


Victory for King Leopold 


Those who appreciate the need for 
settled government in the democracies of 
Europe will be gratified by the Belgian 
election which, returning a clear majority 
for the Social Christians, seems to clear 
the way for the early return of King Leo- 
pold to the throne. 

Among Canadians there has been no 
marked choice between Leopold and his 
son. But there has been a desire to see the 


affairs of that gallant country brought out 
of disorder and confusion in a manner 
that would preserve the monarchy. 

The Belgian vote indicates that the 
monarchy is safe and that the Belgian 
people have rejected the campaign of 
calumny levelled against Leopold. 

The vote should secure political tran- 
quility just as it effects an act of belated 
justice.

We can be swept into a mael- 
strom of contributing that could 
ultimately end family ambitions 
and incentive and that is already 
creating a false economic struc- 
ture wherein the idea is growing 
rapidly that we will be taken care 
of whether we try to achieve or 
not. Those who still adhere to 
the principle of exerting the 
maximum of individual effort find 
their just rewards taxed to the 
limit for the support of those will- 
ing to drift. The pioneer spirit and 
proud family effort is all but ex- 
tinct.

The public response to almost 
every public appeal for assist- 
ance is more than generous, Each 
time any section of this sountry 
suffers an injury, Canadians are 
ready with food and money and 
clothing. 

The Winnipeg relief fund is 
only the latest example, There 
have been many other cases such 
as the British Columbia flood re- 
lief in which reports indicate 
that more than enough was sup- 
plied. 

The Winnipeg calamity is one 
in which {t seems difficult to 
imagine that it will be possible 
to supply more than will be 
needed. Certainly the cash needs 
will run to millions, if not hun- 
dreds of millions, Thus we can 
afford to be generous and we 
should be. But behind all this 
there is one unfortanate worry. 

How can we be sure that those 
who need the assistance most, 
will get it? 

In all of these cases unofficial 
groups are established to handle 
funds and supplies. Who deter- 
mines the policies of those com- 
mittees? In the case of the Win- 
nipeg flood relief, the Manitoba 
Government is taking a leading 
part, and thus it woulg seem that 
assistance will be provided on 
the best possible basis,

Official Agency 
Should Oversee 

This is only one filustration. 

There are a hundred questions 
which cannot be answered so 
long as we depend upon unof- 
ficial groups to manage our vari- 
ous emergency situations, 

Far be it from me to throw 
cold water on these projects. 
When an emergency arises, the 
assistance of every Canadian is 
needed, But instead of permitting 
sundry unconnected groups to 
handle this work,-it should be 
placed under an overriding of- 
ficial agency. 

The citizen groups across the 
country can work to collect the 
requirements, but everything col- 
lected should be sent to one 
agency appointed by the Gov- 
ernment to handle it. 

At the other end, any number 
of organizations can assist in dis- 
tribution, but again this should 
be under the official direction of 
a government agency, The gov- 
ernment should handle all the 
cash along with its own contri- 
bution, and it should do so on a 
strictly planned basis. 

By this means and by this 
means alone, can citizens be cer- 
tain that the contributions they 
make will be used to the best 
purpose, Without this supervision 
there can be a_ tremendous 
amount of waste and duplica- 
tion, 

Our provincial and national 
governments have a responsibil- 
ity to step in on every emer- 
gency in order to protect not 
only those receiving assistance, 
but those giving it. The hit or 
miss methods which have been 
used over the years are not good 
enough,

Officials Fear

Allied officials said they are fear- 
ful of the reaction in Britain, 
France and the United States if 
they give in to the German request. 
The French, particularly, “fesr a 
centralized police force would be 
converted into a new German 
army. 

A decision probably will be made 
within a month by the Allied hign 
commissioners

How could the Allies and West

While the West German police 
have been broken down into sepa- 
rate state groups, Russia has mold- 
ed a Nazi-type police system, inde-| 
pendent of state control, in East 
Germany. This force is directly 
under the thumb of the Communist 
{nterior ministry, Its objective is 
not maintenance of law but main- 
tenance of the Communist govern
